The 
acreage of thia vast tract of land aggre- 
gated 42,300,000. Of this amount about 
5,000,000 acres have been sold, which 
£avo the company S1S,COO,O. Just how 
much the Northern. Pacific will make out 
ot tho remaining 37,000,000 acres cannot 
be estimated. Some of tho land is com- 
paratively worthless, while other tracts 
will sell all tho way from S3 to 810 an 
acre. Some estimate tho receipts from 
tho land department will, in time, roach 
over S4f3,C30,CCO, 'but this estimate is 
doubtless exaggerated, as a vary largo 
quantity o£ tho land wi'l not. bo sold in 
this generation. 


Tho cost of tho road,. according to a 


semi-official report, is S117,C:0,CDO, which 
ivould make nearly gCO.CDO a mile, but 
;hose who know the tricks especially be- 
ongiug to railway consti action, say that 
ihe road did cost rnoro than §30,000 a 
mile. However that may-be, the road is 
finished, and is a credit to the enterprise 
ot this country, and to tho liberality of 
congress, Tho total debt of tho compa- 
ny is only $45,COO,CCO, and a few years of 
toir success in mcnaging the road and in 
selling its lands, will wipe that entirely 
out.

CIXCIX.NATI, Sep't. S.—The Enquirer pub- 


lishes some estimates as to the com crop oC 
the present year, obtained from an adyunco 
sheet of The Price Current," from which tbo 
following is taken: "In ISS^ tba com area 
was 05,509,000 acres, and the averaKo yield 
about 2-J.G bushels per acre, compared with 
1S.U in 1SS1, 27.5 in 1SSO, aud 2S.I m 1s,0. 
Tbo latter was the highest average on record. 
Tho area tho present season is 05,000,000 aures, 
and the average yield will probaly bo 85 per 
cent, of the 1879 average, providing tlio crop 
reaches maturity without essential interfer- 
ence from frosts. 
"The agcrofito result .is that the gam 


which is now apparent for. the leading porn- 
growing districts, amounting to about 75,- 
000 000 bushels over last year, will be offset 
by about an equal deliciency in tha south and 
other sections, so that tho geueral promise of 
tho country is for a crop of proportions cor- 
responuine' closely to last year's production 
Iii theso calculations the official exhibits of 
the department of .agriculture Cor last year 
aro adopted as the basis of comparison, and 
which we regard as about 10 por cent-below 
tbo real measure of last year's crop. Thin 
means that if last year's crop is reckoned by 
tho 1,617,000,000 measure, it will bo equal to 
this productiou'tliis year, while, if last years 
crop was actually "l,800,000,00n bushels, or 
more, the promise now is for a crop of equal 
proportions. 
... 
"These estimates imply continuance or la- 


vorable weather to the maturity of the bulk 
of tho growing crop, which in the com belt 
and northward is lata, and will need favor- 
able conditions for several weeks to come. 
Severe frosts in the early future would cur- 
tail the yield essentially—i>erhaps 200,000,000 
bushels —while 
exceptionally 
favorable 


weather running well into October may swell 
tbo production to proportions escecdms our 
present estimates. 


"It is safe to assume that we have assur- 


ance of a corn crop this season that will 
reach 1,000,000,000 bushels by official recog- 
uitiou. and i;SOO,nOO,000 bushels in fact, or 
equal to tha production-of 1882. It is also 
evident thatiho-now crop will not bo drawn 
upon lor early feeding purposes in tlio mou- 
uer which attended last year'K crop. It is 
likowisi: evident that ther^is a fair surplus of 
•corn in the.west, compared.with depleted re- 
servs a year ngo. "With this fact is tho 
bountiful production this year of oats and 
hay, and other feeding products. So that tho 
corn crop this season might bo 10 to 15 per 
cent, short of luss year, and still be ample for 
all needs, while the probabilities are that it 
will not bo less than last year, ami may pos- 
sibly bo greater."
